Crimewatch appeal 
produces new leads 



THE detective leading the 
hunt for quadruple murder 
suspect Anxiang Du has said 
the initial response to last 
night's Crimewatch appeal 
for help could be "just the tip 
of the iceberg" 

A total of 23 calls were made to last 
night’s programme with sightings of 
the alleged killer of a Wootton fam¬ 
ily of four all over the UK. 

A team of officers were also placed 
on duty in Northampton during the 
screening of the show, at 9pm, to take 
calls and act on any information pro¬ 
vided during the programme. 

Mr Du, aged 52 and from Coventry, 
is being hunted for the brutal mur¬ 
ders of university lecturer Jifeng 
‘Jeff’ Ding, his wife Helen Chui and 
the pair’s two children Xing, aged 18, 
and Alice, aged 12. 

The family were stabbed to death 
at their home in Simpson Manor on 
April 29, the day of the Royal Wed¬ 
ding. 

The families are believed to have 
had a bitter fall-out over businesses 
they used to run together. 

Det Supt Glyn Timmins, who was 
in the Crimewatch studio in Cardiff 
last night, said the sightings came 
from across a wide geographic area, 
but were concentrated on London 
itself. 

Speaking from Cardiff on the day 
of the Crimewatch appeal, he said 
he and the 60-strong team of officers 
working solely on the case would be 


looking to see what new leads Tues¬ 
day night’s appeal may bring. 

“What we do now is debrief back 
in Northampton,” he said. “The 
programme brought in 23 calls but 
the website can generate as many 
as 100,000 hits which may bring in 
further information and leads so it 
could be just the tip of the iceberg. 

“We have been really well served 
by the public and the media, but we 
have got to supplement this with 
more hard work and we need to get 
out and get among the community. 

“This investigation is on our 


minds all the time. Cases like this do 
not come along very often in North¬ 
ampton and myself and the team are 
living, eating and breathing this all 
the time.” 

Det Supt Timmins said he could 
not be certain Du was still in the 
UK because of the potential for him 
to access false documents, but he 
remained convinced he was still in 
the country. “My instinct is that he 
is still here and is keeping his head 
down and I am also sure that, given 
the time he has been missing, he has 
been receiving help from someone. 


“The appearance on Crimewatch 
was extremely valuable and we are 
confident that the calls received will 
move the investigation forward. 

“The investigation is ongoing and 
we are working through every piece 
of information we have extremely 
thoroughly. I am confident that we 
will locate Anxiang Du in due course 
- the investigation team is living and 
breathing this case and we will not 
rest until we have brought the of¬ 
fender to justice, no matter how long 
it takes.” 

He also revealed an editing error at 


the end of the main programme may 
have given the impression that Du 
had been arrested after programme 
producers wrongly flashed up Du’s 
picture while stating an arrest had 
been made. 

Det Supt Timmins said colleagues 
in Northampton watching the pro¬ 
gramme rang him to ask what was 
happening and, for a couple of min¬ 
utes, there was huge uncertainty as 
to whether a breakthrough had been 
made. 

However, he said it quickly be¬ 
came clear Du was not the arrested 
suspect and the information was 
made clear in the update programme 
at 10.35pm. 

A police spokesman added: “Over¬ 
night our officers have collated all 
the details from the calls and will be 
working through these today, send¬ 
ing officers out from Northampton¬ 
shire Police and other Forces to fol¬ 
low up information and sightings. 

“We have received over 180 sight¬ 
ings to date, including the 23 calls 
from last night. London and the West 
Midlands remain the primary areas 
of focus.” 

Crimestoppers are offering a re¬ 
ward of up to £10,000 for anyone 
providing information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of any person 
or persons linked to the murders of 
the Ding family.

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raid on jewellers 
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Awards for bravery 

SUPERGRAN Ann Timson and five oth¬ 
er members of the public are to receive 
bravery awards for bringing the organ¬ 
ised crime gang to justice. 

Cameraman Ben Jacobson, Debenhams 
security guard Genjtan Bulita, van driver 
David Edwards, Ashley Rowley and Tony 
Franks, will be recommended for awards 
by Judge Charles Wide QC, along with 
‘Supergran’ Ann Timson. 


A BUNGLING gang of armed 
raiders, whose attempted 
heist of a jewellery store 
in Northampton was foiled 
by a handbag-wielding 'Su- 
pergran' have received jail 
sentences of more than 26 
years. 

Retired market trader Ann Tim¬ 
son, 71, was hailed as a “handbag- 
wielding heroine” after tackling 
the gang who were armed with 
sledgehammers as they tried to 
smash the windows of Michael 
Jones Jewellers in Northampton 
town centre in February. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard yesterday how the raiders, 
who used two scooters and a mo¬ 
torbike, fled the scene in panic af¬ 
ter the red-haired pensioner lashed 
out with her large black handbag, 
earning her worldwide fame. 

Judge Charles Wide QC joined 
in the chorus of praise for the “re¬ 
doubtable” Mrs Timson as he rec¬ 
ommended her and five others for 
bravery awards. 

Edward Smith, 28, and Michael 
Sharpe, 40, who were thought to be 
the ring leaders, were each jailed 
for six years and eight months, 
while Patrick Spencer-O’Brien, 18, 
was sentenced to five years’ deten¬ 
tion. Jason Hartles, 25, and Terry 
Ingles, 22, were jailed for four years 
each. 

The gang, all from north Lon¬ 
don, were arrested as footage of 



the raid and Mrs Timson’s actions 
made headlines around the world. 

Alastair Smith, prosecuting, 
said: “This is now a well-docu¬ 
mented and well-known attack 
upon Michael Jones jewellers in 
Northampton involving defend¬ 
ants arriving on scooters and high- 
powered motorbikes in order to 
escape, wielding sledgehammers 
in order to gain access to the jewel¬ 
lery in the premises.” 

Despite the gang’s luck running 
out, one masked raider is still be¬ 


ing hunted, as is £111,000 of stolen 
Rolex and Cartier watches which 
have never been traced. 

He added: “If the defendant’s 
luck ran out that day, then there’s 
no better demonstration of that 
than when Mrs Timson inter¬ 
vened.” 

Judge Wide said: “This is more 
serious than a ram raid as it was 
for high-value goods, in a highly, 
highly sophisticated, planned, or¬ 
ganised criminal enterprise. 

“This was a meticulously, 


professionally planned crime. It 
was not just a matter of bashing 
holes in a window. 

“The fact of the matter is it 
worked and more than £111,000 of 
jewellery was taken and someone 
is enjoying the proceeds of that 
crime. 

“It’s absolutely plain that it was 
carefully timed so the attack could 
take place when the items were all 
in the window.”

“I think it was the warmest 
April on record, which con¬ 
fused the plants a bit. 

“We normally peak on the 
week of Wimbledon but this 
year we will peak in the mid¬ 
dle of June.” 

Ms Bye said the cold win¬ 
ter meant that it was not 
likely to be a 
bumper straw¬ 
berry crop and 
advised fruit 
lovers to start 
picking their fa¬ 
vourites as soon 
as possible. 

She said: 

“We have been 
selling straw¬ 
berries for the 
last 10 days but the season 
normally doesn’t start until 
June 10.” 

Meanwhile, Anglian Water 
said that Pitsford Reservoir 
was nearly 90 per cent full de¬ 
spite the recent dry spell. 

Anglian Water has written 



to all MPs in the East Mid¬ 
lands to reassure them about 
the security of water sup¬ 
plies in the region. 

In the letter, Anglian Wa¬ 
ter’s managing director, Peter 
Simpson, said the company 
will not be restricting sup¬ 
plies or introducing hosepipe 
bans this year. 

This is despite extremes 
of weather, 
which have 
seen the 

worst winter 
since records 
began, fol¬ 

lowed by the 
driest March 
and April for 
more than 60 
years. 

Mr Simpson 
said: “Together with careful 
collection and storage of the 
water available to us over the 
winter, it means I can tell cus¬ 
tomers our water supplies 
are secure for the year, even 
if high temperatures contin¬ 
ue well into the summer.”

Hospital to 
cut 310 jobs 


THE MULTI-MILLION pound 
cuts scheme at Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital will 
involve the loss of 310 
posts, including about 150 
full-time staff, health boss¬ 
es have announced today. 

The hospital needs to save 
£30 million over the next two 
years and has already announced 
they are closing a number of 
wards and theatres. 

Christine Allen, the acting 
chief executive, said today said 
310 posts would be affected over 
the next two years in a bid to save 
vital cash and warned further an¬ 
nouncements about post reduc¬ 
tions could not be ruled out. 

Although some of the posts 
cut will be bank and agency staff 
- with the hope that staff from 
closed wards and theatres can fill 
some of those roles - “about half” 
will be workers directly employed 
by the hospital, Mrs Allen said. 



She said: “With 65.4 per cent 
of our current spend related to 
staff pay, equating to £154.5m, it 
is entirely appropriate that an in¬ 
tegral part of our plans should be 
to review our workforce. 

“Part of this work includes re¬ 
viewing and restructuring the or¬ 
ganisation, including a review of 
management posts. Everything 
possible will be done to protect 
frontline posts and services.” 


Mrs Allen said that although 
the job announcement will affect 
managers, clinical staff and of¬ 
fice staff, core services such as 
oncology, renal services cardiol¬ 
ogy and A&E will all remain at 
the hospital. 

As well as staffing costs, NGH 
plans to save £10.4m from schemes 
such as getting better deals from 
its suppliers. It’s not known exact¬ 
ly when the posts will be cut but 
the transformation programme 
will not be implemented until key 
triggers, such as a reduction in 
A&E activity, have been met. 

She said: “We remain totally 
committed to providing high 
quality, safe care for our patients. 
At the same time we must also 
drive down our costs and provide 
value for money 

“I want to reassure patients 
that our quality of care and the 
services we provide will continue 
to remain our priority through¬ 
out.”

Villagers to 
oppose plan 



RESIDENTS made their 
voices heard against a 
proposed development to 
greenfield land in Brixworth 
village.

'Staff saved 
my son’s life’ 


A MUM from Northamp¬ 
ton who had six miscar¬ 
riages before finally giv¬ 
ing birth, has thanked 
staff at Northampton 
General Hospital's spe¬ 
cial care baby unit for 
saving her son's life. 

Theresa Wright, aged 29, 
from Bozeat, and partner Ash¬ 
ley Higton endured the loss of 
a baby in 2006, two babies in 
2007, two more in 2008 and one 
in 2009. 

But they were overjoyed 
when son Lewis came along in 
2010, and they were celebrating 
again recently with the birth 
of a second son, Harrison. 

Unfortunately, Harrison was 
born prematurely at only 31 
weeks, with the family braced 
for tragedy again. 

But doctors and nurses on 
NGH’s Gosset ward helped the 
baby back to health over the 


course of five weeks, and staff 
comforted Theresa and Ashley 
through his treatment. Harri¬ 
son is now healthy enough to 
be back home with his mum 
and dad. 

Theresa said: “When we hit 
31 weeks and my waters burst, 
we didn’t really know what to 
expect. But the staff on Gosset 
were fantastic and helped us 
through the medical and emo¬ 
tional side.” 

Theresa suffers from two 
clotting disorders which make 
her blood dangerously thick 
when she is pregnant and this 
led to the earlier miscarriages. 

Now Theresa has organised 
an online auction in aid of 
Gosset ward, which is funded 
by the hospital for essentials 
but has to raise funds for extra 
medical kit. The auction can 
be found by logging on to Face- 
book and searching ‘fundrais¬ 
ing for SCBU Northampton’.

Playground hit 
by fire-bomb 


FOUR youths have been 
arrested after a petrol 
bomb was thrown into 


a school's playground, 
exploding near a group 
of pupils having a PE les¬ 
son. 

The bomb was thrown 
into the grounds of Danetre 
School, in Daventry, on Friday, 
May 20, at about 12.45pm, from 
the school’s boundary at Hood 
Road. 

No one was injured in the 
explosion, which left scorch 
marks on a two-metre wide 
section of an all-weather play¬ 
ground, being used as a tennis 
court. 

Headteacher David How¬ 
ell said: “This was extremely 
dangerous and we have been 
incredibly fortunate that no¬ 
body was injured. 

“Whoever did this was com¬ 
pletely reckless about the safe¬ 
ty of young people. 

“It has come totally out of 
the blue. I have been teaching 
for 20 years and have never 
come across anything like 
this. 

“We get on well with the 
local community and every¬ 
one is in a state of shock that 
something like this has hap¬ 
pened. 

“It was extremely frighten¬ 
ing and a lot of people were 
left very scared.” 

The Mercury & Citizen un¬ 
derstands the petrol-bomb 

- contained in a glass bottle 

- was quickly put out by two 
teachers with a fire extin¬ 
guisher. 

Police said the person who 
threw the petrol bomb could 



not have been sure children 
would not be hurt. 


Sgt Sam Dobbs said: “I would 
ask that anyone who witnessed 
a group of youths in the area, 
or who has any information 
which might help the investi¬ 
gation, to come forward. 

“This was a reckless act 
which we are taking very seri¬ 
ously. If the bomb had landed 
just two or three metres nearer 
to the children, then someone 
could have been badly hurt. 

“While we take all reports 
of anti-social behaviour seri¬ 
ously, this reckless and shame¬ 
ful behaviour can in no way be 
described as high jinks. 

“I am sure that Daventry 
residents will be as shocked 
as I am by this and I urge any¬ 
one who has any information 
which could help us to come 
forward.” 

Police have arrested four 
youths - three 16-year-olds and 
a 17-year-old - in connection 
with the incident. All have 
been released on police bail 
pending further enquiries.
